Dear Mr. Martin: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA)/Privacy Act request dated February 
14, 2019, and received by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives (ATF) on 
February 14, 2019, in which you requested records concerning Jason Todd Ready (aka JT 
Ready) (Deceased). Your request has been assigned number 2019-1137. Please refer to this 
number on any future correspondence. 

In response to your request, we have processed a total of 14 pages of responsive material. We 
are releasing 6 pages in full, and we are releasing 8 pages in part. We are withholding 0 pages in 
full. Each page of this production indicates whether it is being released in full (RIF) or released 
in part (RIP). Individual redactions identify the exemption pursuant to which the redacted 
material has been withheld. If pages were withheld in their entirety, a deletion sheet is included 
noting the reason for the withholding. 

We are withholding the personal information of other individuals mentioned in the records you 
requested under FOIA Exemption (b)(6). To disclose personal information about living 
individuals to a member of the public, we need the written consent from the persons whose 
information you requested. Without written consent, proof of death, or an overriding public 
interest, personal information is exempt from disclosure under the FOIA. The FOIA does not 
require agencies to disclose information that would be a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy (5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6)). 

We are withholding the personal information of other persons mentioned in the records you 
requested under Exemption (b)(7)(C). Exemption (b)(7)(C) permits the withholding of 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes that “could reasonably be expected to 
constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” The public interest in disclosure is 
limited to the FOIA’s core purpose of shedding light on an agency’s performance of its statutory 
duties. The public interest under Exemption (b)(7)(C) must be both significant and compelling 
in order to overcome the legitimate personal privacy interests of third parties. In this matter, the

disclosure would not serve the core purpose of the FOIA, but rather, would serve as an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy (5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C)). 

We are withholding the specific law enforcement codes, techniques, and procedures used in our 
investigation pursuant to Exemption (b)(7)(E) of the FOIA. Exemption (b)(7)(E) exempts from 
mandatory disclosure records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes when 
production of such records or information “would disclose techniques and procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk 
circumvention of the law” (5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(E)). The information withheld reveals various 
law enforcement file numbers and codes, which are primarily used to store and retrieve law 
enforcement infonnation. Disclosure of such numbers and codes could allow individuals outside 
the agency to circumvent agency functions and gain access to sensitive investigative information. 
The infonnation withheld also reveals specific law enforcement procedures and techniques used 
in this investigation. Disclosure of such infonnation could enable individuals outside of the 
agency to circumvent agency functions and gain access to sensitive investigative information. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a 
standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist.

SUMMARY OF EVENT: 

On 05/02/2012, Jason Todd READY killed 4 people in a suspected domestic dispute, and then killed himself. A 
search of his residence lead to the discovery of 6 HEDP 40mm grenades, and other military ordnance. 


NARRATIVE: 


1. On 05/02/2012, at approximately 1445 hours, EEO was contacted by Arizona State University K9 

handler Officer requested ATF assistance in a search of the residence located at 

530 W. Tumbleweed, Gilbert, Arizona. told EEO JQi&SmiffiSS that his explosives detection K9 had 

alerted in the garage. Officer^^SififiSlj sa id that there was ammunition visible, but was not sure if any other 
explosives were contained in the garage. 


2. At approximately 1530 hours, SA

arrival, Gilbert Police Department officers informed ATF that the residence was actually the scene of a 
suspected murder-suicide, with 5 deceased people. Gilbert PD also told ATF that the suspected shooter was 
J.T. Ready, a well known National Socialist and anti-immigration advocate. The shooting victims were Lisa 
Lynn Mederos, 47, Ready's girlfriend; Lisa's daughter Amber Mederos, 23; Amber's 15-month-old daughter, 
Lilly; and Amber's boyfriend Jim Hiott, 24. 


3. A search of the garage was conducted by ATF, FBI, and the Mesa Police Department bomb squad. This search 
was pursuant to a Maricopa County Superior Court ordered search warrant obtained by the Gilbert Police 
Department. During the search, FBI SABT ||§||jj§jjfound a plastic storage bin that contained the following 
items:

This cartridige is a dual purpose impact 
type round which is designed to penetrate at 
least two inches of steel armor at 0 angle of 
obliquity and inflict personnel casualties in the 
target area. It is fired from 40mm Grenade 
Launchers M79 and M203 (attached to the M16 
series rifle). 

Description: 

The cartridge is a fixed round of ammuni¬ 
tion consisting of a one-piece, aluminum projec¬ 
tile body with rotating band, and a cartridge 
case assembly. A hollow aluminum ogive is fit¬ 
ted to the front end of the projectile. A P1BD 
fuze assembly with an RDX spit-back charge 
and copper cone liner is fitted to the opening of 
the projectile cavity. The cavity is sealed by the 
fuze assembly and contains the high explosive 
shaped charge. The projectile assembly is press- 
fitted into the cartridge case assembly. The 
case is a hollow bichambered aluminum cylin¬ 
der with a steel closing plug crimped into the 
opening of the annealed brass propellant cup 
assembly in the cartridge base. The propellant 
cup has vent holes in the sides, is sealed in the 


bottom by the closing plug, and contains the pro¬ 
pelling charge. A percussion primer is crimped 
into the center of the closing plug. The propel¬ 
lant cup acts as a high-pressure chamber, and 
the upper hollow cavity in the case acts as a low- 
pressure chamber. 

Functioning: 

The weapon firing pin strikes the percus¬ 
sion primer, which ignites the propelling 
charge. Pressure created by the burning propel¬ 
lant in the high-pressure chamber causes the 
propellant cup to rupture. The propellant 
gases escape through vent holes into the low- 
pressure chamber. The rotating band around 
the projectile engages the rifling in the 
launcher tube to impart a spin of 3750 rpm to 
the projectile. Expanding gases in the low- 
pressure chamber force the projectile through 
the tube with a muzzle velocity of 76 meters 
per second. After the projectile leaves the 
launcher tube, initial rotation causes the fuze 
detent to free the fuze rotor. Centrifugal force 
causes three hammer weights to move radially 
outward, allowing a conical spring to move the 
firing pin forward, disengaging the rotor. 
Dynamic imbalance of the rotor causes it to 
rotate to the armed position, aligning the M55 
detonator with the firing pin and the spitback 
shaped charge. A fuze escapement mechanism 
retards rotor movement, delaying arming until 
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the projectile has traveled at least 45 feet from 
the launcher tube. Upon impact with the tar¬ 
get, the firing pin is driven into the detonator, 
triggering the spit-back shaped charge and pro¬ 
ducing a jet blast which detonates the HE burst¬ 
ing charge. Detonation of the bursting charge 
forms an armor-piercing jet of molten metal 
and fragmentation of the projectile body.
